THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


(L. S.) 

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Windham in the 
County of Rockingham, in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Lower Town 
Hall in said Windham on Tuesday, the 11th day of 
March next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to 


act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose one member of the board of Select- 
men, one Trustee of Trust Funds, one member of the 
Cemetery Committee, to serve for three years, and 
all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money, as may be neces- 
sary to defray Town Charges for the ensuing year, 
and make appropriation of the same. 

3, To bring in your Ballots for Delegate to Consti- 
tutional Convention. 

4. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the repair of highways and bridges for the 
ensuing year, and make appropriation of the same. 

5. To see how much money the Town will raise 
for observance of Memorial Day. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and Treasurer to hire money in anticipa- 
tion of taxes, for current expenses. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to accept State 
Aid for highways for the ensuing year. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum 
of Two Hundred ($200) dollars for the control of 
white pine blister rust. 

9. (By Request) To see if the Town will vote to 
discontinue the Australian Ballot system of Electing 
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Town Officers, and elect Town Officers by the form- 
er system. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to execute and deliver a deed or deeds in 
the name of the Town, for any property bought by 
the Town in default of nonpayment of taxes, and to 
confirm any deed or deeds heretofore given by them. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to put water in 
the Town Hall if voted in the affiz:mative to raise 
and appropriate money for the same. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to pay for lights 
in Searles Chapel. 

13. (By Request) To see if the Town will vote to 
have the tractor and snow plow reconditioned and if 
voted in the affirmative to raise and appropriate 
money for the same. 

14. (By Request) To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 for the im- 
provement of the road leading from the Henry J. 
Richardson corner (so-called) to the Rockingham 
road at the Witch Hazel Mill. 

15. (By Request) To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of Two Hundred 
($200) dollars to blast the ledge in hill on the road 
leading from George H. Butterfield’s to George 
Yelland’s. 

16. To see if the Town will vote to have a reprint 
of Morrison’s History, and raise and appropriate 
money for the same. 

17. (By Request) To see if the Town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen and Treasurer to issue Serial 
Bonds or Serial Notes in an amount not exceeding 
$18.000 for State Aid construction in the year 1930, 
the Bonds or notes to be retired by the annual com- 
bined State and Town appropriation for State Aid 
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construction purposes for the years 1930, *31 °32 33, 
34, and ’35, the interest charges to be paid out of 
money annually appropriated for that purpose the 
money to be spent on the uncompleted sections of the 
Main Highway leading from Baker’s Hill (so-called) 
around the lower end of Cobbett’s Pond to the No. 6 
School, the Haverhill road, the Mammouth road and 
Bridle Bridge road to the Hudson line; the work to be 
under the supervision of the Selectmen, subject to 
the approval of the State Highway Dept. and the 
Bonds or Notes to be issued in accordance with the 
Municipal Bonding Act or other laws of New Ra's | 
shire applicable thereto. 

18. To see if the Town will vote to buy $200 worth 
of Snow Fence and if voted in the affirmative to raise 
and appropriate money for the same. 

19. To hear the reports of Auditors, Officers and 
Committee heretofore chosen and pass any vote re- 
lating thereto.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the Windham School Board: 


I take pleasure in presenting to you my tenth 
annual report as superintendent of schools. 


The School Board is to be congratulated that 
the work of the schools is progressing in ‘a commend- 
able way in all of the schools. 

Recently systematic tests have been given in 
arithmetic, map study, geography, English dictation, 
vocabulary tests, spelling, reading, history, and 
science. Tests were recently given this month in 
capitalization, punctuation, grammar and_ sentence 
strueture. All schools show that good progress has 
been made in these subjects. 


The tests in English which were of a diagnostic 
character disclose that the English is strong in the 
first six grades, but weaker in the seventh and eighth 
grades. This is not a criticism of the teaching which 
I believe is well done in all schools, but I believe a 
redistribution of the teaching load in the several sub- 
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jects will help to strengthen the English in the upper 
grades. 


Any combination of schools into one unit which — 
the School Board may make, such as Number Three, — 


Number Five and Number Six, should increase the 
efficiency of the schools by producing a larger 
number of pupils in each grade, thus improving the 
motivation. The tendency now in school organiza- 
tion is toward the larger units as they have proved 
to be more effective instruments of instruction, 

The school nurse reports that pupils have attend- 
ed the underweight clinic held in Derry, by Doctor 


Kerr, and the nose and throat clinics held at the 


Elliott Hospital in Manchester.
